Of all the nation's peace weapons, none is better known to foreign countries than 
the Voice of America. Alternately praised as democracy's spokesman abroad and damned 
as a political propaganda machine, the "Voice" today is one of the State Department's 
most powerful forces for world peace. 

And its new (since 1949) director, Foy Kohler, holds a highly important and strate- 
gic post. Kohler is a veteran foreign service officer. After joining the service in 
1931, Kohler served in Bucharest, Belgrade, Athens, Cairo and London. In 1945 he was 
political and liaison officer at the United Nations founding meeting in San Francisco. 


Until 1948 he was on the staff of the American Ambassador to Moscow, initially as first 


secretary and later as minister plenipotentiary. Wednesday he takes OPC members behind
